The application has been amended as follows: 
In the Claims: 

• Claim 1 has been amended to delete everything after line 1 , "A fastener, 
comprising:" and insert in its place: 

-a metal shank having a tip and an approximately constant diameter except at its tip; 
a first helical thread formed on the shank and having a first diameter, wherein the ratio 
of the first diameter to the shank diameter is at least 1 .5:1 ; 
a second helical thread formed on the shank and having a second diameter that is 
substantially less than the first diameter; and 
a helical, roughened surface formed on the entire shank.-- 

• Claim 2, line 1 , has been amended to insert -first- immediately before 
"helical thread". 

• Claim 3 has been amended to delete everything after line 1 , "A fastener, 
comprising:" and insert in its place: 

-a head; 
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a shank having a minor diameter, a tip, and a length extending from the head to the tip; 
a first helical threading formed on the shank and having a first diameter, the ratio of the 
first diameter to the minor diameter is at least 1 .5:1 ; 

a second helical threading formed on the shank proximal the head and distal the tip, the 
second threading having a second diameter that is substantially less than the first 
diameter; and 

a helical, roughened surface formed on the entire shank, 

wherein the second helical threading extends over less than half of the shank length. 

• Claims 4 -9 and 12 have been cancelled. 

• Claim 10 has been amended to delete everything after line 2, "comprising the 
steps of:" and insert in its place: 

- providing a self-tapping fastener including a head and shank, the shank having a tip 
and a minor diameter and a major diameter, the major diameter defined by a first helical 
threading formed on the shank, wherein the ratio of the major diameter to the minor 
diameter is at least 1 .5:1 , a second helical threading formed on the shank, the second 
threading having a second diameter that is substantially less than the major diameter, 
and a helical, roughened surface formed on the entire shank; and 
driving the fastener into the frangible material such that the fastener and the structure 
are supported entirely by the frangible material.- 

• Claim 1 1 , line 2, has been deleted to delete "or" and insert -and- in its place. 

• Claim 13 has been amended to depend on claim 1, not on claim 12. 
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• Claim 1 5, line 1 f has been amended to delete everything after "The fastener 
of claim" and insert in its place -13, further comprising the second helical thread formed 

on the shank proximal the head and distal the tip.— . 

• New claim 1 6 has been added: 
-16. A fastener comprising 

a head; 

a shank having a minor diameter and a tip; 

a first helical threading formed on the shank and having a first diameter, wherein the 
ratio of the first diameter to the minor diameter is at least 1 .5:1 and the threads of the 
first threading are spaced at intervals between 0.5 to 1 .0 cm; 

a second helical threading formed on the shank proximal the head and distal the tip, the 
second threading having a second diameter that is substantially less than the first 
diameter; and a helical, roughened surface extending over the entire shank.- 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or make obvious a fastener with first and second helical 
threads having the entire shank, including the tip, having a helical, roughened surface 
on the shank. Note that the roughened surface is on the shank, not on the threads, 
which are disclosed as on the shank and thus cannot be considered part of the shank 
having a roughened surface. Examiner can find no motivation to extend the roughened 
surface to include the tip other than applicant's teachings, which would involve 
impermissible hindsight. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
